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Train Explosion 
Claims 43 Lives 
In Eastern India 



: — NEW DELHI, India (AP^Forty-three persons were 
killed and 127 others injured Wednesday -night in the 
second -explosion -within -three months ^aboard. a_trahv 
in a rebellious area of eastern India, the Indian gov- 
ernment radio announced. The broadcast said the blast 
shattered several compartments of the Tinsukia-New 
Jalpaiguri train as it stood in Lumding railway station. 
Medical teams and investigators were rushed to the 
isolated town deep in the 
wild Naga hills about 350 
miles northeast of Cufcutta. 
The cause of the disaster 
was not yet known, the radio 
said. But rebel Naga tribesmen 
in Assam State have been wag- 
ing a guerrilla campaign for 
-years against the central gov- 
ernment's control. 

The Nagas were blamed for 
two explosions aboard the As- 
sam Mail Express on Feb. 16 in 
which 38 persons were killed. 

Naga leaders recently con- 
ferred with Prime Minister In- 
dira Gandhi and pressed their 
case for establishment of a 
Naga state. She pronounced the 
talks satisfactory, but one Naga 
faction wants to fight rather 
than to negotiate and the rebel 
lion has continued. 

The Indian government also 
has been plagued by rebellion of 
the Mizo~tribesmen^imhe"hills 
of southeast India, south of the 
Nagas • between East Pakistan 
and Burma. They overran the 
towns of Aijal and Langleh last 
month and it took at least a bri- 
gade of Indian army troops and 
planes to push them out. Lan- 
gleh is about 200 miles south of 
Lunding.

HONG KONG (AP) — Six 
American pacifists expelled to- 
day from South Viet Nam sai,d 
on arrival in Hong Kong that 
they would try to go to Red Chi- 
na-and-NoFth-Viet Nam ''in-the 
search for peace." 

The leader of the group, Rev. 
A. J. Muste, 81, of New York, 
said their previous attempts to 
get to Peking or Hanoi had not 
been successful "but now that 
we're in Hong Kong we will see 
if we can make any personal 
contacts here that might lead to 
visiting those two capitals."

will return to the United States. 
A sixth member, Karl Meyer of 
Chicago, said he would try to 
get a visa for Cambodia "to see 
what the situation is there."

DeBakey said Tuesday that the first patient could be selected 
prior to the start of surgery .but he indicated his decision to use 
the artificial heart probably would not be made until after an 
operation was under way. . * 

For today's operation, the total heart was not replaced. A 
pump was installed to substitute for the left ventricle which 
normally does 'most of the heart-pumping work. 

With such an implantation, surgeons now feel they have a 
device which offers temporary but sustained relief in order to 
give a damaged heart time to heal. 

DeBakey has said future objectives Include permanent as- 
sistance for or replacement of ventricle chambers and total 
replacement of 'the "heart..' 

The artificial heart implanted today draws blood out of tha 
left atrium— a chamber above the ventricle— and pumps It into 
the aorta, the main artery which feeds all trunk line arteries.

Sen. Richard B:-Russcll said 
earlier that he hopes the 'Unit 
ed States will expand bombing 
of North Viet Nam to tighten 
the military squeeze on the 
Communists. 

Russell, Georgia Democrat 
who heads the Senate Armed 
Services Committee and is close 
to President Johnson, * left no 
doubt in an interview he advo- 
cates drastic measures to step 
up the Viet Nam military effort 
But he declined to comment 
on the possibility that action 
may be taken to seal off the 
harbor of Haiphong, North Vict 
Nam's largest, although he has 
urged such action. 

Russell spoke out after Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc- 
Namara told senators Wednes- 
day that "we will carry out con- 
tinuing heavy air operations in 
the future." He said nothing 
about the targets to be attacked. 

Carrier-based Navy planes 
have blasted railroad and high- 
way bridges only 10 miles north 
of Haiphong. Saigon reports 
said air attacks had halted all 
main highway traffic in the in- 
dustrial area between the port 
and Hanoi, North Vict Nam's 
capital. 

Russell said this was~all to the 
good. He said wider ranging 
attacks should be supplemented 
with naval interdiction of sup- 
plies bound for Haiphong. 

The intensified bombing has 
accompanied a .lull in ground 
action in South Viet Nam which 
McNamara told the Senate For- 
eign Relations ~ Committee may 
not last long.

High school and college graduates are 
going through the annual process of dis- 
covering that job opportunities in Idaho 
are limited. High school graduates also 
are learning that openings available to 
them are even more ; seriously curtailed 
because of the limited nature of their 
education. This fact of life may lead some 
high school graduates to continue their 
schooling, if possible. But the student 
completing college who looks for a suit- 
able position in Idaho is likely tcflurn 
quickly, to greener pastures. Idaho, with 
its roughly 700,000 population, just doesn't 
offer enough work possibilities to care for 
its own students. 



Some civic leaders and politicians have 
delcared that Idaho is experiencing an 
annual loss of young people and their 
talents that it simply can't afford. Yet 
no one has come up with a system of put- 
ting an end to the drain. Realistically, 
the drain will continue until Idaho's 
economy grows to the point where new 
industry and more population provide 
new and greater employment opportunity. 

That's the idea expressed the other 
day at Nampa by Rep. Compton I. White. 
He told Nampa High School students, "At 
the present growth rate Idaho is nearing 
the day when our high school and college 
graduates can find the home pastures are 
as green as any in America." He added 
that a shortage of skilled labor has 
developed because of greater job op- 
portunities. 

Idaho's Hveability rates high in the 
nation and it seems a shame that more 
people can't take advantage of the situa- 
tion. However, the realist probably would 
caution that Idaho's Hveability will de- 
cline somewhat as the population in- 
creases. It's something to keep in mind 
while making proper plans to preserve 
as much of the Hveability factor as pos-

Better education and increased oppor- 
tunity for education will help contribute 
to conditions that will create greater op- 
portunities. In this respect, the new Col- 
lege of Southern Idaho can be a big step 
in helping to create new opportunities 
for more young people. It's something to 
keep in mind when voters mark their bal- 
lots for the S3 million bond issue for the 
junior college on "May 10.

BOX CAR COVETING 

The railroad boxcar shortage can be laid 
mostly to the door of the eastern and midwest 
railroads . . . particularly those in the East. 
They have not been building their own cars fast 
enough for many years . . . but hav<Mieen con- 
tent to wind their trestles covetously around 
those of the western railroads. t 

The situation on the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific railroads is typical. Great 
Northern has only been able to use 52 per cent 
of the total it owns while the Northern Pacific 
owner-usage ratio is 60 per cent. The same is 
true of the Union Pacific Railroad, to a greater 
or lesser degree depending on the peak shipping 
periods principally. 

Idaho has felt the pinch on its potato and 
wheat shipments for many years but has been 
able to get by. Idaho potato industry leaders 
have often voiced the car shortage complaint at 
their annual meeting in Sun Valley . . . only to 
be told by the Union Pacific Railroad and Inter- 
state Commerce Commission leaders that they 
cannot force the eastern railroads to build more 

cars. . _. 

However, new policies and legislation are be- 
ing brought to bear on the matter. The ICC is 
now requiring — in theTrase of fha— Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern specifically — UbjjL their 
cars be returned immediately. The ICC iitalso 
reducing from seven to five days the free 'time 
during which railroads may retain the boxcars 
of other railroads for unloading at ports. Rental 
fees are also increased. It is also applying 
rules for speedier return of empty boxcars to 
owners. 

However, the western senators and congress 
men are advocating passage of a bill which 
would broaden the powers of the ICC to control 
use of boxcars by U. S. railroads, at the same 
time letting the ICC give, carriers financial in- 
centives to build more rolling stock. 

Wyoming S,en. Gale W. McGee recently warn- 
ed that only a massive increase in car build- 
ing can solve the problem over a long term. 
Rolling stock, he said, is disappearing faster 
than it is being replaced. Carriers are taking 
out of service three times as many cars as they 
are adding. 

Unfortunately, eastern railroads have dodged 
increased rentals for loaned cars. Something 
tougher, or more incentive-geared, is obviously 
needed. — Idaho Falls Post-Register.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen 
J. W. Fulbright has complained 
that President Johnson didn't 
nail down the facts. But he 
sometimes operates on assump- 
tions himself. 

Fulbright, Arkansas .Demo- 
crat and chairman of the Sen- 
ate's Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, has been increasingly 
and persistently critical of 
Johnson's foreign policy, espe- 
cially in Viet Nam and the Do- 
minican Republic. 

In foreign policy, of course, 
waiting to nail down all the 
facts may make action too late 
to be useful. 

Last year Johnson sent troops 
into the midst of the Dominican 
Republic . revolt, explaining to 
the nation there was "no time to 
LyJlii_ l iL..?' 0 ii'iy' t ^_ t li d elay, for 
this .situation delay itself 
would be the decision." 

He said Communists had tak- 
en increasing control o( the rev- 
olution. And, he added, what 
had begun as a democratic rev- 
olution was taken over by a 



band of Communist conspira- 
tors. 

On Sept. 15, 1965, Fulbright 
criticized Johnson in the Senate, 
saying "the question of the de- 
gree of Communist influence is 
of critical importance." He said 
the President got bad informa- 
tion from his advisers. 

But then Fulbright agreed 
that the Communists had tried 
to take control of the revolution. 
His complaint was that there 
was no proof that they ever ac- 
tually got control. 

So, he said, the administration 
was mistaken in acting in the 
belief the Communists had tak- 
en control. He called this a mis- 
take of "panic and timidity." 

This week in Look magazine 
Fulbright explained some of his 
thinking about. Red China and 
American intervention to pre- 
vent n Communist takeo ver in 



ee-^yi _ . . 
son, when he became President, 
inherited among grave and 
pressing problems a commit- 
•ment4£South Viet Nam. 

He als* inherited the appa- 
ratus of advice and power con- 
firming and enlarging that com- 
mitment. For more than six 
months the President was so 
absorbed in problems which 
seemed more pressing that he 
could not give full attention to 
Viet Nam. -When he could . de- 
vote' himself to it he found the 
Kennedy advisers he had taken 
over virtually unanimous in say- 
ing., that expansioit of the num- 
ber of American "advisers" 
and a great increase in military 
aid. was the ^nlyJsolutiop. 

A sequence" Bf events begin 
ning shortly after President 
John F. Kennedy's inaugura 
tlQIJ„ foreshadowed, this view. In 
March," 1961, Kennedy took a 
critical decision, with much 
military and diplomatic opposi- 
tion, to neutralize Laos. Opposi- 
tion on the "I told you so'Mine 
continued. Then a month later 
he sanctioned the Bay of Pigs 
operation. That was a tragic fi- 
asco. 

One consequence was that 
both on the domestic political 
side and the diplomatic-military 
front it gave greater support to 
those who were saying that the 
President must show strength. 
He could not afford any more 
compromises. Therefore, only a

The Jcrqclal decision to esca- 
late the war was made in early 
June, 1965, when there were 54,- 
000 Americans in Viet Nam. 
From mid-June to the end of 
last year the increase was to 
181,392. The current buildup is 
at the average rate of 5,000 a 
week.

"Fisher and Arrossa were 
badly stunned and the pilot was 
injured but crawled out through 
the door on the upper side, of 
the helicopter as it lay in a tilt- 
ed position," the commission 
said. . 

"Fearing an explosion of the 
fuel tanks. Presley ran to the 
aircraft *nd aided Fisher 
through the door. After taking 
Fisher a, safe distance away. 
Pxesleyran back to the aircraft 
where he could see Arrossa en- 
tangled In the seat belt, at the 
other door of the bubble-type 
cabin. 

"Presley .crawled under the 
tilted cabin-tp $he door and then 
rose to a nearly upright position 
with his upper body inside the 
-bubble. While freeing Arrossa 
from thir seat belt, he smelted 
smoke and heard a hissing 
sound caused by gasoline falling 
on hot metal. 

"Presley grasped Arrossa and 
pulled him from the seat to the 
ground. He then moved back- 
ward, pulling Arrossa with him. 

"They were ten feet from the 
helicopter when three-foot flames 
spread rapidly over a wide area 
— above the fueh-tanks. -Presley 
dragged Arrossa farther from 
the aircraft, which became com- 
pletely engulfed by the flames."

NEW YORK (AP)— Specula 
tlon fever is growing in : stock 
exchanges across J tne nation 
This Is shown by the record vol 
ume of trading in recent weeks. 
It is shown even more clearly 
by the sharp rise In quotations 
on low-priced stocks where spe- 
culators hope for a tjulclcbuck. 
The blue chips have been daw- 
dling. 

The speculative bug has bitten 
the small or amateur investor 
who often buys in small lots. It 
also has bitten the professional 
and institutional Investor who 
has been buying big blocks of. 
supposedly glamorous Issues. 

And the Inroad of the fever 
has aroused misgivings not only 
in government circles but also 
among stock exchange execu- 



tives and brokerage houses. 

Many recall that a similar 
speculative spree in 1961,, with 
little known stocks getting the 
major play, was followed by the 
big turndown In most stock 
prices in 1962 that hit bottom 
that June. Since then the mark- 
et has tended up with only tem- 
porary setbacks. 

This year the volume of trad 
Ing has been closely watched. 

In the first quarter of- 1966 a 
record 540.7 million shares 
changed hands on the New V^prk 
Stock Exchange. Big Board offi- 
cials are quick to point out that 
the number of shares listed on 
the exchange has advanced rap- 
Idly in the last few years, and 
that the number of individual 
stockpwners also has groWn 
But the exchange has several 
times stepped in to discourage 
speculative activity in specific 
issues by raising margin re 
quirements for buying them. 

On the American Stock Ex- 
change, where many smaller 
companies with lower priced 
stocks are listed, trading vol- 
ume so far this year has set a 
record of 307.9 million shares 
The previous record for this 
time of year was 136.6 million 
just a year ago. 

Edwin D. Etherlngton, Amex 
president, says the turnover 
figures and wide price swings of 
some stocks listed on this ex- 
change show an "unusual de- 
gree of speculation." 

He notes that the turnover 
ratio— the number of shares 
traded as a percentage of the 
number of snares listed— was 
running at an annual rate of 82 
per cent In the first 10 days of 
April. In the first quarter of 1966 
the rate was 56 per cent. In 1961 
its high was 27 per cent, while 
in 1947 through 1949 the rate 
was at a low of 11 per cent. 

The Amex also has sought to 
dampen speculation by hiking 
margins on purchases of wide- 
swlngtng issues. 

Stock averages that list blue 
chips hit their price highs in 
February and then slid off. 
Since March they have been 
mostly- marking time. 

Standard & Poor's Index of 
low-priced stocks, on the other 
hand, has been climbing fast 
while the blue chips declined. 
Many of these glamor issues are 
now selling at much higher ra- 
tios of price to earnings than in 
the case of the seasoned invest- 
ment issues.

It's difficult (If riot Impossi- 
ble)- to find any Industry in 
which all companies have' 
shown as much progres's as the 
utilities have — in steadily in-

So, if you had sold your utll-' 
ity stocks some time ago (when) 
their prices were higher and 
their dividends were probably a 
bit lower) you could Have put 
the money from yoUr sale into 
a savings account and received 
S_h!gher_..c.urfent -Interest yield 
than you will get on the fewer 
dollars you will realize If you 
sell now. 

As far as market price is 
concerned, utility stocks just 
haven't been in hot demand 
over the past year or so. 

The reason usually given Is 
that, in order to raise all those 
millions of dollars for expan- 
sion, the utilities have had to 
borrow money (through the sale 
of bonds) at currently high In- . 
terest rates. Big interest costs ' 
reduce a company's profits. 

Overlooked, meanwhile, is the 
fact that utilities have always 
been big borrowers — in times 
of high interest and low in- 
terest.. The high interest costs 
they are now paying generally 
don'rrmake such an, awfully big 
difference on their over-all ex- 
pense picture. 

An honest appraisal for what 
you tab the "sad plight" of util- 
ity stock prices must be that 
investors and speculators are 
more Interested in chasing af- 
ter the high-flying "glamour 
stocks," in hopes for a quick 
profit. 

Glamour stocks come and go. 
Investment grade stocks, such 
as utilities, go on forever — 
keeping their long-term Inves- 
tors happy. 

Q. In one of your columns you 
wrote that a stockholder who re- 
ceives a stock dividend does 
not have to pay Federal Income 
tax on the stock dividend or 
even report It on his tax re- 
turn, unless he sells the stock. 

Isn't your statement mislead- 
ing? I own shares of a mutual 
fund and take my dividends 
and -capital-gains distributions 
in shares — as a stock dividend. 
The fund informs me that I 
must report and pay Federal 
taxes on them. 

A. That's an entirely differ- 
ent thing. ,Most mutual funds 
(and other investment -compa- 
nies) give their shareholders 
the choice of taking income div- 
idends and capital-gains distri- 
butions in either cash or addi- 
tional shares. 

The dividends nnd-or distri- 
butions must be reported on 
your Federal tax returns. No 
matter how you feel about it,, 
they are not stock dividends.

s Hope to 
Locates Lost Exhibits 

ROME (AP) — Detroit moved into a stronger position as possible site of the 1972 
Olympic Games Wednesday with withdrawal of Madrid from the bidding and grow- 
ing disenchantment with Munich and Montreal. Avery Brundage, president of the 
International Olympic Committee, said he had heard Madrid planned to pull back 
its bid but that he had heard nothing officially. Meanwhile, there was a vacancy at 

~~ the Spanish section of the 

exhibition where interested 
cities are attempting to in- 
fluence the IOC delegates 
with lavish displays. 

Munich had been strongly fa- 
vored as the 1972 site because 
many-members of-the-IOC-have 
expressed a desire to return to 
Europe: However, in the last 
few days the German city has 
lost some support because of the 
political feud between the West 
and East Germans. 

The Russians, who have a big 
voice, have let it be known that 
they are against Munich be- 
cause of the political split. The 
East Germans also have said 
they are opposed to Munich, a 
West German city. 

The fourth city seeking the 
1972 Summer Games, Montreal, 
may be out because another 
Canadian city, B]BifT. is-fpvored 
for the Winter Games the same 
year. Delegates are disinclined 
to award both games to the 
same country. 

Thus, if the anti-Munich 
movement gains momentum, 
Detroit, the city which has tried 
unsuccessfully in the past for 
the sports carnival, could be the 
winner. 

The IOC opens its meetings 
Sunday and a decision on the 
1972 games is expected to- be 
made next Tuesday. There are 
72 members who will cast votes. 

Besides Banff, bidders for the 
Winter Games are Salt Lake 
City, Utah; Sapporo, Japan 
and Lahti, Finland. 

Hopes of the Utah delegation 
were raised with word that Salt 
Lake City's 1,000-pound exhibit, 
stranded" in England by plane 
failure, was at last on its way to 
Rome. 

The exhibit was put on anoth 
er plane to Milan and now is 
being sent by truck the rest of 
the way. It is expected to reach 
here Thursday.

ary," he .said. "The medium 
that should be representing it is 
becoming part of the competi- 
tion." v 

■ "What bothers me is when we 
'start shilling for an organiza- 
tion, working into our common 
tary how well balanced a ccr 
tain league is, extolling the op- 
portunities it holds for youth, 
the average .take-home pay, its 
liberal retirement plan or, as 
NBC (National Broadcasting 
Co.) has beer! doing, overtly 
helping to sign kids for the AFL 
(American Football League)," 
he said. 

"No one claims CBS (Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System) owns 
the NFL (National Football 
League), or that it is dependent 
of the ogres of Madison Avenue, 
but it's obvious that in addition 
to reporting football games, 
NBC has to create art illusion of 
parity with the NFL. 

"This, of course* was what we 
tried to do when we had the 
AFL, making, in effect, a silk 
purse (a high-scoring offense) 
out of a sow's ear' (no defense). 

"A side effect of the struggle 
between the rival networks is 
that the public is beginning to 
judge the stature of sports 
events by how much money they 
command, or what their ratings 
are." 

Arledge blames many of the 
problems on the announcers. 

"He doesn't give the scores 
in a rival league, particularly 
ir his game is 34-0 and there's a 
28-28 game on another net- 
work,"' Arledge said. "He also 
gives the impresison that the 
major event is the one he's an- 
nouncing." 

"The main trouble Is. announ- 
cers talk too much. They are 
like nature. They abhor a vacu- 
um. Out -of this come the banali- 
ties, the superpositivism, talk- 
ing about things they have no 
business talking about." 

Despite his criticisms, Ar- 
ledge insists television has been 
good for sports. ■ 

"The wide use of television 
has to stimulate attendance, as 
it has done in golf and pro foot 
ball," he said, "If it's a good 
attraction, people would much 
rather watch it in .person.
